Genesis magazine, touch 
calls itself “an adult male 
magazine” is- suing Sen. 
'Walter FlMondale (D-Minn.) 
for $1 million Jor calling it 
“a filthy piece of literature.” 

In a press release explain- 
ing a suit filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in New York yes- 
terday, Gensis charges that 
its .. “good name, fame, 
credit and reputation” were 
“falsely and maliciously” 
brought , into “public scan- 
dal, infamy, ill repute and 
disgrace” by Mondale’s re- 
mark. ' ; 

The conflict . arose when 
Mondale’s : publisher, David 


McKay, sold a chapter of his 
book, “The Accountability 
of Power,” to the magazine 
for publication in its May is- 
sue, now on the newsstands. 
Mondale held a press con- 
ference in which he said he 
. was “outraged and furious” 
when he discovered what 
type of. a magazine it was,, 
and now has filed suit 
against McKay, in which he 
asks for “appropriate dam- 
ages,” 

McKay has said that he 
“goofed,” thinking that Gen- 
esis — r whose letterhead 
shows a red deveil- wearing 
a fig leaf — ■ was a religious 
publication.
